The number of Loan Funds in 1871 on Board’s Register was 81, being 7 less than in 
the preceding year. 

The circulation of Loan Funds throughout the country connected with the Board in 1871 
amounted to £542,295 ; it fell short of that of the preceding year by the sum of £23,127. 

The capital of Loan Funds actually working in 1871 amounted to £139,256; it fell 
short of that of the preceding year by £7,918. 

The number of loans made in 1871 was 115,095 ; it fell short of that of the preceding 
year by 5,983. 

The number of Notes sold by the Board in 1871, at Id. each, was 114,000; it fell 
short of the number sold in 1870 by 8,700. 

The produce of the sale of Notes in 1871 was £475; showing a decrease, as 'compared 
with 1870, of £36 5s. 

The number of Debentures sold in 1871 by the Board, at Is. each, was 74 ; the 
produce of the sale of which was £3 14s. There was a decrease in the number sold, as 
compared with 1870, of 55, and in the produce of the sale of £2 15s. 

The Gross Profits derived by Local Societies from Discount, Fines, Sale of Application 
Papers and Cards, in 1871, amounted to £15,659 4s. 11<7. ; they fell short of the amount 
derived from the same sources in 1870 by £690 3s. Gd. 

The amount of Fines (one of the above-named items) in 1871 was £3,350 3s.; showing 
a decrease, as compared with the same item in 1870, of £130 13s. 9(7. 

The amount of Surplus Profits applied to charitable or useful purposes in the several 
localities of Loan Funds, in 1871, was £1,567 14s. 10(7.; showing an increase of such 
grants in that year, as compared with 1870, of £14 16s. 6d.

The reasons for the falling-off of 



tho present time, may be stated in the following terms : 



the operations of Loan Funds, from the year 1846 to ,

The first remarkable decrease from the circulation of 1845 of £1,870,337 sterling to 
that of 1846 to that of £1,778,591, and again from that of 1846 to that of 1847 to 
£867,115, may be mainly ascribed to the results of the famine in 1S46-7, extensive 
i emigration, and mortality. 

For several subsequent years the influences of that extensive emigration and mortality 
continued to affect disastrously Loan Fund operations. 

Other causes occurred for the decrease of Loan Fund circulation, till eventually it 
sunk, in the past year, 1870, to the sum of £565,422 sterling. So that the operations 
of Loan Funds in Ireland were in 1870 less than they had been in 1845 by the sum of 
£1,304,915. 

This very large decrease for many years past may be attributed, to some extent, to 
alteration for the better in the circumstances of that portion of the industrious agricul- 
tural poor of Ireland which constituted the borrower class of Loan Funds ; but mainly it 
must be ascribed to the practice which has been adopted by the Branch Banks throughout 
the country to a large extent issuing loans so low as £10, and even £5, to borrowers of 
that class of small farmers and dealers on a small scale who could only heretofore get 
loans of such small amounts from Loan Funds. 

The continued decrease in the income of the Board from the sale of Notes and 
Debentures that has taken place since the year 1860 has been manifest in the past seven 
months of the present year. 

This state of things, the importance of which cannot be overlooked, the Board deemed 
it necessary to call the attention of the Government to, in the month of September of last 
year ; and the result, there is every reason to believe, will prevent a recurrence of the 
inconvenience referred to.
